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Men jailed 
for brutal 
attack in 
Ely park 


Tributes paid after 
four killed in crash

HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a “lovely couple” from Prick- 
willow who were killed in a horrific 
car crash. 

William Dyal, 77, known to most 
as John, and his wife, Helen, 75, 
were among four people who died 
in the collision in Worlington, near 
Mildenhall, Suffolk, on Friday even¬ 
ing. 

Matthew Grant, 24, of Churchill 
Close, Mildenhall, also died and 
Chris Merchant, 28, from Milden¬ 
hall, has been named locally as the 
fourth victim. 

Mr Grant and Mr Merchant were 
travelling in a BMW M3 and Mr and 
Mrs Dyal, who were well known in 
the Ely area, were travelling in a 
Hyundai i30 on the B1102 Frecken- 
ham Road at about 8.15pm when 
the collision happened. 

The cars collided and the BMW 
crashed into a garden where it 
caught fire. The four victims were 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Dyal was a retired art teacher. 
He worked at Littleport Village Col¬ 


lege and when it closed in 1986 
he and his fellow staff and pupils 
moved over to what is now Ely Col¬ 
lege. 

Mrs Dyal was a retired fashion 


and graphic designer. 

In a statement issued by police, 
the couple’s family said: “It is with 
greatest sadness that we have lost 
our dearest parents, grandparents 


and siblings in this tragic accident. 
Our hearts also go out to the fami¬ 
lies of the other casualties. 

“John and Helen are much loved 
and will be hugely missed by all 
their family and friends.” 

The couple’s death has rocked the 
East Cambridgeshire community, 
including the thousands of people 
who were taught by or worked with 
Mr Dyal. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Lis Every, a for¬ 
mer business studies teacher at Ely 
College, paid tribute to him as a 
“lovely, gentle, warm person”. 

She said: “It’s terribly sad news. 
1 taught with John during the 80’s 
and he was a lovely, gentle, warm, 
artistic teacher who was extremely 
popular with the students. 

“He is one of those teachers you 
will never forget; an absolutely de¬ 
lightful man.” 

Local resident Julie Kelly said: 
“John was my art teacher and form 
tutor for many years. School was 
not the best time of my life but he 
made it special for me. 

“A caring, funny, thoughtful man 
whose message in my leaving book 
1 can recite word for word: “School 


days are not the best days of your 
life so enjoy the rest of them”. I hope 
he did. RIP Mr Dyal and thank you 
for saving me and believing in me.” 

Catherine Burlton, another one 
of Mr Dyal’s pupils, said: “Mr Dyal 
was a very unique and special per¬ 
son, not only as a teacher but years 
later he would always stop for a 
chat. 

“He was always so interested in 
your life, your work and your fam¬ 
ily, supporting you through life’s 
challenges as he bumped into you 
in town. He will be missed.” 

Tributes have also been paid on 
Facebook. One of his former pupils 
wrote: “So sad, one of the nicest 
teachers ever, lovely couple. Con¬ 
dolences to the family.” 

Another said: “He was a won¬ 
derful teacher and will be dearly 
missed.” 

Police are appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen the col¬ 
lision or either of the vehicles prior 
to the crash.

THE parents of a diabetic 
boy are desperately trying 
to locate his lifesaving blood 
glucose monitor which they 
lost at Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital. 

Josh Watson, 9, was diag¬ 
nosed with Type 1 diabetes 
when he was 5 and after 
a year of having between 
four and six injections a 
day he now has an insulin 
pump which delivers insu¬ 
lin through a cannula at the 
bottom of his back. 

Josh, who lives with his 
family in Ely and is a pupil 
at the Lantern Community 
Primary School, also has a 
Dexcom continuous glucose 
monitor that tracks his lev¬ 
els and sends this informa¬ 
tion to a handheld device 
that looks similar to a mo¬ 
bile phone. 

It is that monitor that 
was lost at around 9pm last 
Wednesday and the family 
believe it happened at the 
hospital on their walk from 
car park one to A&E. 

Josh’s mum, Lucy, who 
lives with husband, Andy, 
and their three other chil¬ 
dren in West Een Road, said: 
“The Dexcom is an amaz¬ 
ing piece of kit that we self- 
funded to help us monitor 
Josh’s levels. 

“Josh wears a transmitter 
that has a small cannula un¬ 
der it. We have to insert this 
into the top of his arm every 
one to two weeks. This then 
reads his blood glucose lev¬ 
els and sends them, via blue 


tooth, to the receiver that 
Josh usually wears on a spe¬ 
cial Spiderman belt around 
his waist. It then alarms if 
his levels are too high or low. 

“It has finally given us a 
little peace at night, as be¬ 
fore we would have to set 
our alarm to get up to check 
his levels at around Sam. 


“With the Dexcom we can 
put the receiver by our bed 
and it will alarm if we need 
to check his levels. 

“If anyone has any infor¬ 
mation about the wherea¬ 
bouts of the Dexcom, please 
get in touch.”

"This is a very exciting time and I believe 
we can achieve something very special as we 
develop the company further." 

The LATC will be up and running later this 
year.

A FIRE broke out in a smoking shelter at a 
care home in Littleport on Tuesday night.

It was Ryan Gale, 15, an Ely College pupil 
from Littleport, who dialled 999 after seeing 
the smoke billowing over a wall. 

He said: "Myself and my friends, Thomas 
Carlin, Lewis Beckson, Matthew Law, Jade 
Hines, Max Weare and Rhys Jones were 
kicking a ball around and just saw the smoke. 

"I dialled 999 and we all then ran into the 
care home to help the staff get the residents 
out. We managed to get everyone out 
safely and the fire service were there within 
minutes - they were spot on." 

A spokeswoman for the home, which is 
run by the organisation Making Space and 
cares for 22 residents in total, said that all 
residents were evacuated from the building 
safely. 

The spokeswoman praised and thanked 
the youths for their assistance. 

The cause of the fire was confirmed as 
accidental.

Men jailed for 
brutal attack

TWO men wJio attacked and 
robbed well-known Ely ar¬ 
chitect, Tony Walton, leav¬ 
ing him for dead, have been 
jailed. 

Tony, 68, was in hospital 
for 100 days after he was at¬ 
tacked and left lying in the 
city’s Cherry Hill ParL 

He was brutally set upon 
as he walked home through 
the park after a night out 
with friends. They stole his 
mobile phone, wedding ring, 
a bank card and cash. 

On May 5, his attackers; 
Lee Jones, 33, of Skegness 
Road, Stevenage, and Sebas¬ 
tian Yellowe, 23, of Langth- 
orne Avenue, Stevenage, 
who were staying at a wom¬ 
an’s house in Ely at the time, 
were found guilty of robbery 
and causing GBH with in¬ 
tent following a trial at King’s 
Lynn Crown Court. 

On Tuesday, Jones was 
jailed for 13 years and 
Yellowe was jailed for 12 
years. 

Tony’s wife, Angela, and 
their son, James, 17, found

him lying unconscious be¬ 
side a fence in the park at 
around 12.45am on October 
16 last year. 

Tony’s injuries were so bad 
that James did not recognise 
him, and nurses had to sup¬ 
port his nose just so that he 
could breathe as his face had 
been stamped on so much. 

DC Peter Ware said: “This 
was a cowardly and vicious 
attack on the victim who has 
still not fully recovered from 
his injuries and the sentenc¬ 
es handed out reflect the 



gravity of the offence.” 

Tony’s wife Angela said: 
“We’re relieved. The sen¬ 
tence is substantial and we 
feel that justice has been 
served.”

ELY’S luxurious Poets House 
hotel and its sister hotel, 
Paddocks House, near New¬ 
market, have gone into ad¬ 
ministration. 

Administrators insist it is 
business as usual at both the 
hotels, previously run by the 
House Collection Ltd, and 
that all 72 employees’ roles 
have been “retained’’. 

But David Toulson-Burke, 
managing director of the 
House Collection, and Jona¬ 
than Baker, finance director, 
have been made redundant.

July 9, 2015, together with 
Poets House Ltd and Pad- 
dock House Ltd on July 15. 

“The administrators have 
retained all 72 operational 
staff that are currently em¬ 
ployed across both hotels. 
The directors of House Col¬ 
lection Ltd have been made

redundant. 

“The joint administrators 
will be undertaking a stra¬ 
tegic review of the options 
available, whilst the under¬ 
lying businesses continue to 
trade as normal.’’ 

Sarah Payment, BDO busi¬ 
ness restructuring partner, 
added: “The hotels will con¬ 
tinue to trade and are unaf¬ 
fected by the appointment of 
joint administrators over the 
companies.

“Within this new finance 
model all suppliers were to 
be paid and the businesses 
trading in profit as demon¬ 
strated to ECL. 

“Despite offering this, 
David and Jonathan are 
shocked that this was not 
acceptable to ECL thus leav¬ 
ing creditors who were to 
be paid along with staff em¬ 
ployed within the group all 
at significant risk.’’ 

The joint administrators 
have appointed a local op¬ 
erator, PAT Partners, to sup¬ 
port management with the 
continued operations of the 
hotels.

Most cyclists 
pay car tax too 

IN a letter about traffic in Cambridge 
(letter,s 15 July) P Wilkin asks people 
to remember that those driving 
cars pay 'road tax', but 'cyclists pay 
nothing', presumably suggesting that 
those who pay 'road tax' should be 
entitled to greater consideration in 
road design than those who do not. 

I regularly ride a bike in Cambridge 
(thereby reducing congestion for 
those who are driving cars, not to 
mention reducing danger, damage to 
the road, noise and pollution). 

I also own a car - as do very many 
who ride bikes - on which I pay car 
tax, and on which I get no rebate for 
the many days on which the car stays 
at home because I'm on my bike. 

And at the moment cars emitting less 
than 100g of C02 per kilometre pay 
no car tax at all. 

Would R Wilkin argue that those 
driving such cars therefore also merit 
less consideration in road design? 

As for the argument in the same letter 
that millions are spent on cycle paths, 
only for those on bikes to continue 
to cycle on the road, much of the 
reason for that is the inadequate 
nature of many cycle paths, including 
the fact that they often don't have 
priority over side-roads, 
irrespective of how much is spent 
on it, if the cycling provision is 
sub-standard - as so much cycling 
provision in the car-dominated UK 
is - then it is hardly surprising that 
some people on bikes prefer to use 
the road.

led to many millions more. 
Undoubtedly there was a small 
proportion of crews who dropped 
their bombs in the sea. The 
introduction of cameras to record the 
bomb aimer's view at the moment 
of release largely put a stop to such 
practices.

55,574 of the 125,000 Bomber 
Command aircrew were killed during 
the war - an astonishing casualty rate 
of 44%, compared to the 12% of 
soldiers and 17% of infantry officers 
killed during the First World War.

Elle has also delivered ses¬ 
sions to social workers from 
across the county about how 
to support young carers.

cruits new staff. 

Andy said: “Elle is a real 
role model for other young 
carers and young people 
generally and Centre 33 is 
really proud of her and her 
achievements.”

A SCHOOLGIRL has won 
an award and medal in rec¬ 
ognition of her exceptional 
fundraising efforts for Can¬ 
cer Research UK (CRUK).

“I am really proud of what 
we did. When we got to the 
end my family were there 
waving flags and shouting 
out well done. I would defi¬ 
nitely do it again.” 

Charlie’s aunt was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer in 
October 2013. She battled 
hard against the disease and 
was given the all clear last 
summer but sadly the can¬ 
cer returned to her brain in 
December last year and she 
passed away on Eebruary 
25. 

Lani King, Charlie’s mum, 
said: “I am extremely proud 
of her to have taken on such 
a big challenge at just eight 
years old and I am so grate¬ 
ful to everyone who sup¬ 
ported her.

He wanted to be kept advised of 
anyone wanting to seii so that he 
couid buy the now ‘unattractive’ 
properties from them. His position 
as a director of a Limited Company 
that owns the properties is iess 
affected than individuais.The Limited 
Company is not taxed in the same 
way, and i have seen some advisors 
in the press advocating changing 
the status of a person’s property 
ownership to company status. As 
being a company brings with it a 
more expensive accounting and 
reporting regime this may oniy 
be worthwhiie if the number of 
properties, and therefore income, 
was iarge enough to make it 
worthwhiie. 

i think that most ‘iandiords’ are 
smaii time investors with one or 
two properties, if the rentai income 
covers their ioan pius ieaves a iittie 
for repairs and renewais then they’re 
happy because they are not in it for 
income - at the moment. When they 
reach retirement they hope they’ve 
paid off the ioans, so at that point 
the rent becomes income, or, they 
seii the property, repay the ioan and 
bank the equity (which house price 
inflation wiii have increased). At ieast 
that capitai increase shouid be better 
than having put savings in a buiiding 
society account. House price 
inflation works on the totai vaiue, ie 
equity + mortgage x inflation. So you 
are gaining money on the part of the 
property that is actuaiiy not owned 
by you, and is borrowed money! 

Are they higher rate taxpayers? 
These wiii be the peopie affected 
by the budget changes, as currentiy 
the tax reiief they ciaim is at their 
highest rate of tax. i don’t think that 
the majority of buy to iet investors 
iocaiiy are higher rate taxpayers and 
the impact on the market wiii not be 
that great, in any event it’s being 
phased in.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

Gill said: “I’ve been very happy with my 
career so far. I’ve been progressing at the 
right pace and I’m learning a lot in the 
gym. 

“I’m getting top quality sparring with 
the likes of Kid Galahad and Kell Brook. 
We even went over to America when Kell 
won the world title and I sparred with 
Jorge Linares. Everything has been going 
smoothly. 

“I wanted to turn pro early. I had a good 
amateur career. I boxed for England and 
won a few national titles and I just felt the 
time was right. 

“I could have gone to the world cham¬ 
pionships, where Hughie Eury won gold, 
but I decided to turn pro and box on Kell 
Brook’s undercard.
